Wethin oe weeks, the dt, Albert Council has to make a major decision regard 
ing development, (ouncit has to decide whether it will stay in the development 
business on completely withdrav fron ary hind of Toun development. Under the 
New Town Act, the Board of Administrators a a Toun Developer, ouning 
mary acres of Land £0 promote the development of a new oun. This was done 
borrowing money under the New Town Act. This Toun development had to be dane 
40 attract private builders to come to the New Toun of St, Albert and to atant 
their oun development. Since the New Toun of St, Albert charged into another 
status as Toun of St. Albert, the money borrowing power completely. The 
financial backing of the provincial government stopped and the borrowing of the 
Town off St. Albert becane ver, Limited. The Town continued as developer, which 
means that the Town controls the sales of Land and installs the improvements. 
Installing the improvenents (water, sewers, etc) meant that the Toun had to 
borrow money £0 pay for those inprovenents, and as we have said, the money-bor~ 
power of the Toun was very, ver, Limited. During this time, (ouncit 

ied to borrow money to continue the Toun development but this failed. In the 
meartine, the Toun a developer, didn't have much tou-ouned Land Left, 40 
other ways had to be found to continue Toun development. At Council's’ Last 
meeting, three possibilities for Toun Development were brought forward. The 
Liret one is that the Toun can act as developer, but for that the Town must 
have Land. As developer, the Toun would control the sales of the Land and 
would install water, sewers, etc. 
The second possibility is that the Toun could act as a contractor, which means 
that ouning land is not a necessity. The Town would inotall the improvements, 
but the developers would sellthe Land. 
The thind possibility fon the Toun is that they would act as a coninolten, which 
would mean that the ge had nothing to do either with selling, installing, on 
ary hind of development, ALL development in this case would be done by the 
private develover under the supervision of the Toun. 
Ao we said before, if the Toun continues as a developer, it must have Land oun- 
ed by the Toun, therefore the Toun wuld have to buy land. Due to the fact the 
Town doesn't have the money avaitable to buy Land, it cannot continue further 
as developer. ; eae) ; . 
During the Council Meeting, a new form of Toun Devel was brought foward, 
oi aoe Te Ae eee Tk way Eon eciee y fon 
the Town to oun Land. The Toun would, a contractor, install the improvements 
(water, sewers, etc) and would demand that the developers prepay the cost 
the installment of those improvenents. This would mean that the Toun would not 
have 20 borrow money, which at finst glance Looks very good. We do not agree 
in principle, with ary hind of Municipal (Toun) development, but especially we 
oppose the idea of our Tou. becoming a contractor, even if the developers do 
prepay the cost of the sewicing. The reason fon this, is that to start a con~ 
tnactons finn (and the toun would be such a firm), there would be many expendi- 
tunes in advance. Fon instance, to start business a contnacton needs to estab 


oad and crew fonenan, a water and sewer enienced p, , etc.
